Stir thoroughly, letting it 
simmer live or tin minutes. Then 

put it in a cotton bag huge enough 

to cover the lungs ami apply to 
chest as hoi as patient can bear 
In aboul ten minutes apply another 
ami thus continue by reheating ihe 

poultices, and in a few hours the 

pattern will be om of danger.*

The libers are broken up 
by a special machine, and are 
then placed in a lead lined copper 
cylinder having a opacity of 100 
cubic centimeters, lino ibis steam 
is introduced for ten hours by 
means of a pipe in the bottom, Al 
the end of that time CO cubic cent'- 
meters of soda lye are poured in 
and boiled for 86, hours under a 
pressure of three atmospheres. The 
material is then washed and 
thoroughly crushed, after which it 
is bleached and dried The pure 
cellulose thus obtained is Heated in 
an autoolare containing a mixture 
of zinc chloride, hydrochloric acid, 
and nitric acid, to which a little 
castor oil, casejne and glycerine are 
added The liber, after being fur- 
ther reduced, is passed through a 
Weak solution of carboi.ate of soda, 
and then between drying rollers. 
The necccss.ny limitless is given to 
the thread by finally putting it in a 
bath of dilute ammonia and then 
washing it wilh cold water The 
substance thus made may be easily 
woven and dyed. When the arti 
fieial product is compared with the 
natural it is said to be difficult to 
distinguish the difference, and it is

If a man must smoke — and we 
admit the charm of the habit to 
those who have become accustomed 
to its soothing influences — let him 
choose a mild cigar, and have cer- 
tain set times for Indulging.
